Our only hope is that 
the present proposals are interim, intended to raise the level 
of cost consciousness of hospital planners, and that they are to 
be applied with proper regard to the still-evolving functional 
requirements of hospitals. In the meantime as_ research 
better definitions of units for costing purposes 
determined which are based on carefully studied 
standards of hospital design and are designed to enable the 
cost of a building to be weighed against its quality. Even so, 
careful consideration must be given to the extent to which 
capital control is important when the running 
hospitals equal capital cost in about four years.

It is now quite common practice for 
local authorities to make price com 
petitions of their rehousing programmes, 
and “all-in service’ is

This system cuts out the intermediate 
stage of an architect preparing a scheme, 
probably shortens the length of pre- 
contract negotiations and may yield a 
lower price, by repeating type designs 
and eliminating private consultants. It 
does not necessarily achieve a better, or 
even an appropriate scheme as a result. 
John Turner & Sons, a Lancashire firm 
of contractors, wished to explore this 


field and formed a group of specialists, 


because an 


structural engineer, quantity surveyor, 
and architects, Lyons, Israel & Ellis. 
They, in turn, asked us to take res- 
ponsibility for the low buildings while 
they concentrated on the tower blocks 
at the north end of the site.

This may 


appear surprising in view of the low temperatures 


recorded, but some form of supplementary radiant 


heating was used by the majority of tenants with floor 


warming, and this would increase temperatures in the 


occupied part of the room. On two of the estates 


studied, electric radiant fires were provided, and on 


the other two estates, most tenants had supplied thei 


own.

Fuel Consumptions 


Fuel consumption is of obvious importance to the 


tenant whose satisfaction is found to have been greatly 


nfluenced by the expenditure incurred; it is also of 


very great importance to the national economy. This 


section presents some data on annual fuel consump 


tions and attempts to explain the differences in terms 


of the technical factors involved

SUMMARY AND CONCLUSIONS

On the landlord-controlled 


estate, however, the consumptions and expenditures 


were considerably higher at 470 therms and £55, with 


the result that the degree of satisfaction with value 


for money was the lowest of all the estates studied 


As discussed earlier, this was partly due to faulty 


design. The capital, maintenance and replacement 


costs were about £8 per annum for an embedded 


system and £9 10s. for a withdrawable system; this 
is some £2 per annum less than the comparable costs 
for open fires 


The individual gas and electric fire schemes show a 


lower level of general satisfaction. Hot water supply 
by gas multipoint or gas storage heater 1s criticised on 
grounds of expense and slowness of heating. Room 
temperatures are low, although the radiant effect of 
the fires would result in a warmer zone in the occupied 
part of the living room; warmth in rooms not directly 
heated is thought to be inadequate. Expenditures of 


around £40 per annum are not considered to give 


particularly good value for the money spent. Fuel 
consumptions average about 370 therms per annum 
for gas fires and 310 therms for electric fires; these 


relatively low consumptions, and the pattern of tem- 
peratures recorded, suggest that the heating is used 
only for short periods, and that economy is effected 
by the acceptance of lower temperatures at the expense 
of satisfaction. Capital, maintenance and replacement
